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B. COXFEBEyCE KULES OF ORDEK. 



Adopted in 1869, Modified in 1875, and Adopted at Each Session Since. 

1. The Conference shall meet at 8 : 30 o’clock a. m., and adjourn at 12 m., 
but may alter the time of meeting and adjourn at its discretion. 

2. The President shall take the chair precisely at the time to which 
the Conference stood adjourned. The first half hour of the session shall be 
devoted to religious services, and thereafter the journals of the preceding 
day shall be read and approved. 

3. The President shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal 
to the Conference; but, in case of an appeal, the question shall be taken 
without debate. 

4. He shall appoint all Committees, not otherwise specially ordered by 
the Conference, but any member may decline serving on more than one 
Committee at the same time. 

5. All motions and resolutions introduced by any member shall be re- 
duced to writing, if the President, Secretary, or any member of the Confer- 
ence requests it. 

6. When a motion, resolution, or report presented is read by the Secre- 
tary, or stated by the President, it shall be deemed in possession of the 
Conference, but any motion or resolution may be withdrawn by the mover 
at any time before action or amendment. 

7. No new motion or resolution shall be made before the one under con- 

sideration has been disposed of, which may be done by adoption or rejection, 
unless one of the following should intervene, which motions shall have 
precedence in the order in which they are placed, viz.: Indefinite post- 

ponement, lying on the table, reference to a Committee, postponement to 
any given time, or amendment. 

8. No member shall be interrupted when speaking, except by the 
President, to call him to order when he departs from the question, uses 
personalities or disrespectful language; but any member may call the atten- 
tion of the President to the subject when he deems the speaker out of order, 
or any other member may explain when he thinks himself misrepresented. 

9. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any matter 
to the Conference, he shall rise from his seat and respectfully address 
himself to the President. 

10. No person shall speak more than twice on the same subject or 
more than fifteen minutes at one time, without leave of the Conference; nor 
shall any persons speak more than once until every member choosing to 
speak shall have spoken. 

11. When any motion or resolution shall have passed, it shall be in 
order for any member who voted with the prevailing side to move a recon- 
sideration. 
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12. No member shall absent himself from the services of Conference 
without leave, unless he is sick or unable to attend. 

13. No member shall be allowed to vote on any question who is not 

within the bar of the Conference at the time such question is put by the 
President, except by leave of Conference, when such member has been 
necessarily absent. - r 

14. Every member who shall be within the bar at the time the question * 
is put shall give his vote, unless the Conference, for special reasons, ex- 
cuses him. 

15. No motion shall be considered unless seconded. 

16. The Secretary shall keep a journal of the proceedings of the Confer- 

ence, and, when approved, shall record them in a book provided for that i 
purpose. He shall take charge of the journal and other papers of the Con- 
ference, and preserve them with care; suffer no person to take a copy of • * 

any paper during the interval of Conference, except with the consent of 

the Conference; and shall forward the journal and papers to the next 
Annual Conference. 

17. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any time, and shall be • 
decided without debate. 

18. No preacher shall bring any charge against any member of this 
Conference until he has first given him information of the same, either by 
letter or otherwise, ten days in advance, if practicable, so the accused 
may have an opportunity for defense. 

19. When any brother intends to object to the passage of another’s 
character, it shall be his duty to hand the name of the person against whom 
objections are to be made to the President of the Conference. 

20. Two-thirds of the members present, and voting, may order the 
previous question on a pending motion. 

[A motion to table an amendment to a resolution does not carry the 
resolution to the table.]

Acting Secretary Elected. On motion of Wm. Dawe, George B. Marsh 
was directed to cast the ballot of the Conference for King D. Beach as Acting 
Secretary. He was elected and named as his assistants, George B. Marsh, 
Journal Secretary; Sidney D. Eva, Minute Secretary, and Fred B. Johnston, 
Financial Secretary. 

Statistician Elected. On motion of J. G. Haller, George B. Marsh was 
directed to cast the ballot of the Conference for Albert Balgooyan as 
Statistician. He was elected and named as his assistants Arthur Beedon, 
L. F. Rayfield, Harry E. Smith, S. S. Cross, L. M. Blakely, W. L. Card. 

Treasurer Elected. E. W. Exelby for some years treasurer of the 
Conference, withdrew his name from consideration and nominated Harry 
Biddlecombe. D. H. Glass nominated Geo. P. Davy. Frank M. Purdy was 
also nominated. On motion of George Elliott it was ordered that a standing 
vote be taken for Treasurer in the order nominated. Frank W. Purdy was 
elected and named as his assistants: J. A. Blake, H. Biddlecombe, T. A. 
Cary, W. J. Dudgeon, A. E. Tinglan, C. L. Keene, E. R. Stevenson, E. M. 
Brown, James Priestley. 

Rules of Order Adopted. On motion of A. E. Healey the rules of order, 
as printed in the Minutes were adopted. 

Time of Conference Sessions Fixed. On motion of Samuel Gilchriese 
the hours of the Conference sessions were fixed at 8:30 to 12. 

District Superintendents’ Reports Omitted. On motion of A. B. Leonard, 
it was ordered that the District Superintendents be excused from reading 
their reports in Conference session. 

Printed Program Made Official. On motion of H. L. Smith the printed 
program was made the official program of the Conference. 

Bar of Conference Fixed. On motion of George Elliott the bar of the 
Conference was fixed on a line with the second window from the front 
entrance of the auditorium. 

Correspondence With Members of Conference on War Duty. On 

motion of Wm. Dawe the Bishop was requested to appoint a committee to 
correspond with members of the Conference on war duty. 

Telegram to President Wilson. On request of the Conference the 
Bishop appointed Geo. Elliott, A. Ames Maywood and J. G. Haller to address 
a telegram to the President of the United States, expressive of the loyal 
sentiments of the Conference and endorsement of the prosecution of the war. 

Resolution Regarding Election of Conference Auditor. On motion of 
E. W. Exelby the following resolution was adopted: 

Resolved, That the Conference elect a Conference Auditor, who shall 
be authorized to nominate as many assistants as he may require, and that

Resolved, That the Auditing Committee, acting in conjunction with 
the Conference Treasurer and his assistants, audit the Pastors’ Reports 
and report as to correctness of the same. 

Conference Auditor Elected. On motion of Fred Townsend, W. J. Bal- 
mer was elected Conference Auditor with power to name assistants. 

War Fund Vouchers. In response to several requests the Bishop ex- 
plained that vouchers for contributions to the War Council of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church should be recognized by the Treasurer in the columns 
for Home and Foreign Missions. On motion a special column was requested 
to be added to the Treasurer’s Report to include special War Funds. This 
motion did not prevail. On motion a change in the column known as 
“Other Benevolences’’ was sought for next year, to read “Other Benevol- 
ences including Special War Funds.’’ An amendment was offered requiring 
that official receipts be filed. 

On motion of Samuel Gilchriese, it was ordered that the whole matter 
be laid on the table. 

Area Funds Credited. The Bishop ruled that subscriptions to the Area 
Funds should appear under “Other Benevolences’’ 

Special War Fund Reports. On motion of H. L. Smith it was ordered 
that none of the items in the special blank with the exception of contri- 
butions to the War Fund of the Church be included in the Pastors’ Reports. 

Adjournment. On motion of Wm. Marvin adjournment was ordered 
after reading the announcements. The announcements were read and the 
session closed with the benediction. 



SECOND DAY. 

Thursday Morning, September 19, 1918. 



Opening — The Bishop announced Hymn No. 506, “I Need Thee Every 
Hour,’’ and read First Corinthians first chapter. A. B. Sutcliffe led in 
prayer. “All Hail the Power of Jesus’ Name’’ was sung. 

Journal Approved. The Journal of Wednesday’s session was corrected 
and approved. 

Committee to Correspond With Members of Conference on War Duty. 
Agreeable to the action of Wednesday the Bishop named Guy V. Hoard, 
Sidney D. Eva, W. J. Cain, John Somers and John E. Lewin, to correspond 
with members of the Conference on War Duty. 

Characters of Effective Elders Passed. The names of the District 
Superintendents and the effective elders on each District were called and 
their characters passed. 

Letter of Sympathy. On motion of A. E. Healey, the Secretary was in- 
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structed to write a letter of sympathy to Norman La Marche, detained by 
sickness. 

Change of Relation of Joshua Bacon. On motion of A. B. Leonard the 
request of Joshua Bacon, to be retired, was referred to the Committee 
on Conference Relations. 

Benevolences and Pro-Rating of Salaries. Each District Superintendent 
was asked the questions in paragraph 87 of the Discipline relating to 
benevolences and pro-rating of salaries and the questions were answered 
in the aflBrmative. 

Change of Relation. O. F. Winton requested to be placed upon the 
retired list after forty years of service. His request was referred to the 
Committee on Conference Relations. 

Resolutions Regarding Plan of Auditing Conference Accounts. H. A. 
Field presented the following resolutions regarding plan of auditing Con- 
ference accounts, and moved their adoption. They were adopted after 
discussion: 

In accordance with the plans submitted by the Commission on Finance, 
we desire to present the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That the Conference Auditor shall nominate one assistant 
from each district and that the auditor and his assistants shall be the 
Auditing Committee required by the Discipline. 

Resolved, That the Auditing Committee acting in conjuncton with the 
Conference Treasurer and his assistants audit the Pastor’s Reports accord- 
ing to the following plan: The assistant treasurers and assistant auditors 

shall work together in opening the envelope and verifying the reports. 
It shall be the duty of the assistant auditors to compare the vouchers 
with the reports of the pastors and to make a report to the auditor of the 
amount of cash and vouchers received by the Treasurer from each District. 

Resolved, That within ninety days after the adjournment of the session 
of the Conference the Treasurer submit to the Auditor his report as pre- 
sented to the Conference together with his receipts from the Benevolent 
Boards for the sums due them severally and a statement of the funds 
remaining in his hands, if any. The Auditor shall thereupon audit the 
report and receipts, and if they are found to be correct, he shall deliver 
the accounts and funds, if any, to the Treasurer elect. 

Resolved, That no causes be reported under the head of ‘“Other Col- 
lections,” except such as are authorized by the Conference and defined by 
the Committee on Finance. 

Resolved, That the Auditor and his assistants shall also audit the ac- 
counts of the Conference Secretary, and Transportation Secretary, the 
Treasurer of the Board of Stewards and the Missionary funds of the District 
Superintendents. 

Resolved, That the Conference Treasurer give bond as required by 
the Discipline in the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000). The Confer- 
ence shall pay for the cost of said bond. 

Resolved, That the Conference elect the Treasurer for the next year’s 
session and that hereafter at each session of the Conference the Treasurer 
be elected for the succeeding session. 
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Telegram to President Wilson. George Elliott reported for the Special 
Committee the telegram sent by order of the Conference to President 
Wilson. It follows: 

The President of the United States, Executive Mansion, Washington, D. C. 

Detroit Conference, Methodist Episcopal Church, representing over 500 
churches and 250,000 constituency, unreservedly endorses your answer to 
the Austrian note and insists that no permanent peace is possible excepting 
on the four basic principles of your Fourth of July speech.

The telegram was vigorously approved. 

The President’s Reply to George Elliott:

“The President asks me to thank you and your associates for your kind 
telegram of this morning, and to tell you that he is gratified to know that 
you so fully support him in his stand.

Report of Committee on Nominations. On motion of A. E. Healey, 
chairman of the Committee on Nominations, the Committees stated in the 
minutes of 1917 were elected the Standing Committees. The Committee on 
Nominations was given power to fill vacancies. 

Committee on Courtesies. On motion of C. M. Thompson, a Commit- 
tee on Courtesies was ordered. The Bishop appointed Luther Lovejoy,. 
C. M. Thompson and A. B. Sutcliffe. ^ 

Conference Service Flags Ordered. On motion of A. E. Healey two 
service fiags were ordered, one to represent the members of the Conference 
on War Service and the other to represent those from the homes of our 
members and adherents, in the Army and Navy. The Conference Histor- 
ical Society through its Secretary, Sidney D. Eva, was requested to secure 
the fiags to be displayed at the seat of Conference session and later dis- 
played at Detroit Area Headquarters. 

Roll of Supernumerary Ministers Called. Question 23, Who are the 
Supernumerary Ministers, was called. The following were continued in 
the relation: H. C. Cooley, E. A. Cross, C. W. Scott and W. J. Weiden- 
hammer. The relation of C. W. Butler, W. L. B. Collins, M. H. Eldred, 
J. F. H. Harrison, Charles S. Lee, Peter Pennanen, Wm. Ramakka and 
Wm. M. Young was referred to the Committee on Conference Relations. 

Change of Relation. On motion the requests of W. C. McAllister and 
W. G. Stephens for the retired relation were referred to the Committee on 
Conference Relations. 

Presentation of Centenary Program. The Bishop called the Centenary 
Program Committee to the platform and introduced them. 
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Under the General Theme “The Timeliness and urgency of the Centen- 
ary Program as a War Measure,” E. L. Mills, Superintendent of Frontier 
Work, Board of Home Missions and Church Extension, ‘ presented the rela- 
tion of Home Missions to the Centenary Program. F. B. Fisher, Secretary, 
Joint Centenary Committee, presented the relation of Foreign Missions to 
the Centenary Program. George Elliott representing D. D. Forsyth, of the 
Board of Home Missions and Church Extension, addressed the Confer- 
ence on “Why we should do it and do it at this time.” 

At this juncture the Bishop asked M. S. Rice to lead in prayer. “Faith 
of Our Fathers” was sung. Ralph A. Ward, late of China, a Secretary of 
the Joint Centenary Committee, related the Program to the Foreign field. 
The Bishop gave the final address, a review of Methodism’s relation to 
and opportunity in the several countries of Europe. 

Conference Centenary Program Committee Ordered. On motion of 
Seth Reed a Committee on Consideration of the Centenary Program was 
ordered to consist of one minister and one layman from each District and 
one at large to report immediately after the reading of the Journal Friday 
morning. 

Announcements. The announcements wre read for the day. 

Walter Firth Excused. On motion of King D. Beach, Walter Firth was 
excused from attendance at Confercncp. 

Representative of Methodist Review. On motion of King D. Beach, 
Hartley Cansfield was appointed to represent the Methodist Review. 

Letter to Norman La Marche. The Secretary reported that the letter 
of sympathy ordered sent to Norman La Marche had been forwarded. 

Adjournment. F. B. Fisher, on request sang several hymns in the 
native language of India. The session was closed with the benediction by 
Seth Reed. 



Afternoon Session. 

Opening Service. The. Bishop announced Hymn 416, “The Son of God 
Goes Forth to War.” A. E. Healey led in prayer. 

Committee on Centenary Program Announced. The Bishop announced 
the Committee on Centenary Program as follows: Ministers, M. S. Rice,

Presentation of Centenary Program Continued. Under the theme, “The 
Centenary Drive — what it is and what its purposes are” the Bishop intro- 
duced Horace E. Dewey who represented the “World Outlook.” E. L. Mills, 
who in a second address emphasized important points of the Program and 

E. C. Hickman, Secretary of Joint Centenary Committee, who discussed 
ways and means of putting the Program into effect. 

J. T. M. Stephens Excused. On motion of E. J. Warren, J. T. M. 
Stephens was excused from further attendance on the Conference because 
his two sons are on final furlough before military service across the seas. 
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Lecture — The Second Coming of Christ and the War. The Bishop an- 
nounced that the cabinet would retire with the members of the Joint 
Centenary Committee and called Geo.

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M. Atkins, absent, on Y. M. C. A. war service, was excused from the Con- 
ference session. 

On motion of Frank Fitchett, H. H. Cheney was excused from the 
Conference session.

Ward presented Resolutions 
of the Board of Stewards and on motion they were adopted as follows: 

Whereas the matter of quarterly payments of the Conference Claimants 
Funds has been recommended to the Conference Board of Stewards, we, 
the said Board of Stewards, present for your consideration the following 
resolutions : 

1. That we raise our Conference Claimants Funds as now a year in 
advance. 

2. That we distribute said funds quarterly, viz.: % at Conference, ^ 
December 15, ^ March 15 and ^ June 15. 

3. That in case of death of claimant an immediate payment of $100^ 
or pro rata of percentage claims, be made for funeral expenses, and in 
case a claimant be left, the first quarters claim of said claimant be sent in 
addition to the $100 as above. 

4. That the unpaid amounts of these funds be placed in the bank 
at interest, said amount of interest to be added to the sum distributed. 

5. That relinquished amounts be returned to the endowment fund. 

6. That the plan be put in operation at the next session of Conference 
(1919). 

7. That a Committee of two from the Conference Board of Stewards 
and two from the Superannuated Preachers’ Aid Society named by these 
boards, severally, be constituted to work out the necessary detail of. the 
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plan and their report to be printed in the Advocate not later than August 1, 
1919, and final action be taken at the opening session of next Conference.

Laymen Hold Separate Session. On motion of H. Lester Smith the 
Laymen were excused from the joint session at 10:30 for further considera- 
tion of the Centenary Program by themselves and to reconvene in joint 
session at 11:45 for final action. 

Report of the Centenary Program Committee. H. Lester Smith pre- 
sented the report of the Committee on Centenary Program and moved its 
adoption, the vote to be deferred until the joint session at 11:45. 

The repoo*t follows: 

Your Committee on the Centenary of the Boards of Foreign and Home 
Missions, having under consideration the matter of the Centenary Cam- 
paign. records its conviction thereon as follows: 

I. The magnitude and far-reaching importance of so great an enter- 
prise constitute a challenge to the faith and generosity of the Church, which 

' must sooner or later be accepted and carried to victory. 

II. We regard it as imperative for the success of the Centenary Pro- 
gram that we do not enter upon the intensive financial part of the Cen- 
tenary Campaign until the Intercession, Christian Stewardship,' and Tithing 
features of the program shall have adequately prepared the Church, as 
originally ^planned, for the meeting of this Kingdom challenge expressed 
in the Centenary' Movement. 

III. We make these deliverances in profound sympathy with every 
glorious hope for the Centenary plan, hopes that throb in all our hearts 
and for consummation of which we earnestly pray.

Special Committee. On motion of Fred Townsend the Board of Stew- 
ards and the Preachers’ Aid Society were requested to nominate the Com- 
mittee of two from each Board to carry into effect the provisions of the 
Resolutions offered by Wm. Ward. 

Conference Invited to Owosso. Dunning Idle invited the Conference 
to meet with First Church, Owosso, in 1919, and the invitation was unani- 
mously accepted.

Report of Special Committee on Chaplains. W. J. MacClenthen for the 
Special Committee on Chaplains read the report of the Committee, which 
was adopted. The report follows: 

Your Committee on the Consideration of the Status of Army Chaplains 
respectfully report that in our judgment the whole question rests on the 
basis of maintaining and developing a true efficiency of the Chaplaincy 
service relation with the enlisted men of the Army. 

We believe that anything which will improve the method of approach 
to the enlisted man, increase the Chaplain’s influence with them, and 
open the widest opportunity for a real ministry should receive considera- 
tion and approval at our hands. 

We believe the government should re-arrange the status of its religious 
service men, by creating the rank of Chaplain, carrying adequate privileges, 
influence, and maintenance with properly regulated methods of obtaining 
earned increases of remuneration. 

But, as under the present Army regulations the only method of obtain- 
ing standing, proper recognition, or increased remuneration, is throug^h 
the system of advancement by rank; and as we are obliged to deal with 
conditions as they are, which conditions will probably obtain throughout 
the period of this war; we offer for consideration by this Conference the 
following resolutions: 

1st. We decidedly favor retaining the insignia of rank for our Chap^ 
lains believing it to be the only possible method of bringing to the Chap^ 
laincy the standing necessary to the highest efficiency in service; indicat- 
ing years of service; commanding proper recognition from the official 
ranks of the army; and providing adequate remuneration. 

2nd. In view of the apparent unjust regulation obtaining only in 
regard to the chaplaincy, requiring seven years service in the rank of 
first lieutenant before reaching the rank of captain, and ten additional 
years in a captaincy before becoming eligible to the rank of major, which 
is the highest obtainable rank for Chaplains and limited to fifteen occu- 
pants at one time; we believe that this injustice should be removed by 
changing the status of Chaplaincy rank to accord with that given the 
Medical, Dental and Veterinary Corps.

Whereas, The franchise has been achieved by women of states, both 
east and west of Michigan, and by women in the British provinces north 
of Michigan, since the question was last submitted to voters of our State; 
and 

Whereas, The legislature of the State of Michigan has granted to the 
women of the State all the rights of suffrage within its power and has 
further voted to submit the question of full suffrage to the voters of our 
State in November of this year; and 

Whereas, We believe that the women of Michigan desire enfranchise- 
ment not only as a just privilege, but as an opportunity to serve the nation 
with the fullest patriotism at all times, especially during the present 
supreme test; therefore be it 

Resolved, That we the members of Detroit Conference in session as- 
sembled on this 23rd day of September do most heartily endorse the prin- 
ciple of equal suffra,ge, and do hereby pledge ourselves to support the 
campaign to be waged for its attainment in our State between now and 
the time of submission next November.

The Business Sessions of the Conference, as recorded in the preceding 
Journal, do not require all the time of each day, but leave opportunity for 
many other meetings of educational and inspirational value. 

E. D. Dimond and Sidney D. Eva, pastors of the entertaining Church, 
provided the program of these meetings with wisdom. 

The Epworth League Anniversary and Rally, held Tuesday evening be- 
fore the organization of the Conference, was well planned and achieved. 
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Movies and songs and games made all feel at homie. Rev. P. Ray Norton of 
the Michigan Conference, State President of the Epworth League, made the 
address. 

The lectures given by our own George Elliott Wednesday and Thursday 
afternoons on “The Second Coming of Christ and the War” shed timely 
light on perplexing questions, and were models of scholarship 'and eloquence. 

The Conference Historical Society held its anniversary, Wednesday 
afternoon. William Dawe was. the principal speaker, telling something of 
the romance of Methodist History in Michigan, “A proud story of great men 
and adventurous faith and heroic deeds.” 

The group of Centenary leaders who were given right of way in the busi- 
ness session on Thursday, had charge of a Mass Meeting for the Centenary 
program, Thursday evening. By means of surveys, stereopticon pictures, and 
earnest words the world-wide challenge to a militant church was hurled. 

The Conference Lecture was fittingly given by a member of the Confer- 
ence. M. S. Rice, speaking on the subject “The Crisis of the World,” thrilled 
the great audience. 

The Anniversaries of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society and of 
the Woman’s Home Missionary Societies were held Friday afternoon, with 
addresses by Dr. W. H. Phelps, of the Michigan Conference, and Mrs. J. Ward 
Platt. 

The Patriotic Rally, held Saturday evening at the Central Church, again 
gave George Elliott opportunity to present the appeal of the present day 
with all his masterful eloquence. The Hudson Male Quartette sang, re- 
sponding again and again to the demands of the audience. 

The Informal College Reunion and banquet, held Saturday evening be- 
fore the Patriotic Rally, was attended by over three hundred people. Songs, 
College yells and snappy speeches make a happy occasion. 

The Sunday services began with the Conference Love Feast, which, led 
with skill by J. B. Oliver, warmed all hearts. At the morning service, 
Bishop Henderson preached from the text, “Because Ye are Called by my 
Name,” Matt. 10:22, and his clarion call fell on listening ears and responsive 
hearts. The Ordination Service, held at three in the afternoon, was digni- 
fied and impressive. After the elected men were consecrated Deacons or 
Elders, the Bishop appealed to the young people present to give themselves 
to God in whatever worl^ He desired. The response was so great that the 
alter and the aisles were filled. 

The pulpits of other Methodist churches in the city were filled Confer- 
ence Sunday by members of the Conference. 

The Charles Wesley Club, composed of members of the Conference, pro- 
vided music for nearly all these meetings, and added greatly to their help- 
fulness. Mr. and Mrs. Frank Waring, of the Board of Temperance, Prohibi- 
tion and Public Morals, brightened the meetings on Wednesday with their 
duets and solos. One of the songs sung was written by Joseph Dutton.

THE COMMITTEE ON SOCIAL AND MORAL REFORM. 

We endorse the Social Creed of the churches as interpreted by paragraph 564 
of the Discipline of 1916, and recommend that it be read and expounded in all our 
churches on the Sunday preceeding Labor Day. 

We recommend the continuance during the year of this committee on Social and 
Moral Reform as the Conference Commission of Social Service auxiliary to the 
Methodist Federation for Social Service, and instruct it to work in connection with 
our Area Department of Social Service and Evangelism. 

Believing that the Great War is sure to be followed by great changes in the 
social and industrial life of the world, we urge that our pulpit and religious press 
should intensify their proclamaton of the Kingdom of God on Earth, in preparation 
for the better brotherhood among mankind, the democratization of industry, and 
the consecrating of wealth to the common service of society. 

We are still the steadfast supporters of universal peace among men. We are in 
this world war because we hate war and insist that no peace can be permanent 
which does not destroy the deepest causes of the war, personal government and 
militarism, its agents in its will to power. We send forth our armies as the mission- 
aries of universal and perpetual peace, only to be secured by the destruction of de- 
spotic rule — and of fellowship of the peoples of the earth in a federation of the 
Nations for the enforcement of international justice and maintainance of inter- 
national fraternity. 

We rejoice in the assurance that the Prophecy of National Prohibition before 
1920 is in process of fulfillment. The flag that America will carry to the final peace 
of the world must be a flag unstained by alliance with the iniquity of intemperance, 
and should bring to our sister nations of the world the hope that they too may be 
delivered from the despotism of a vice so long intrenched in the greed and appetite of 
men. 

We rejoice in the utter failure of the Pro-German forces in Michigan to nullify 
our Prohibition Amendment by bringing us in bondage to the Hun enemy. Beer — the 
Brutalizer. 

We pledge to the Governor of the State and to the State Food Commissioner 
and to all charged with the execution of law, the unanimous support of Michl^n 
Methodism in the most drastic enforcement of an excellent prohibition statute.

■ Our own' Chureh . Temperance Society occupies a unique place among the agenciea 
for reform, and by its splendid record of achievement has strengthened its claim upon 
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our loyal support. Its significant project for a headquarters building In Washington 
is worthy of the largest response of Methodist liberality. 

The fight against the demon of drink is not ended by securing legislation. The 
enforcement of law and watchfulness in the selection of proper officials for that 
purpose makes necessary the continuation of militant organizations for Moral Reform. 
And beyond this confiict there is now looming the shadow of another against the 
poisonous peril of Nicotine and the selfish plans of the Tobacco trust. 

We exhort all our membership and constituency to continue their sacrificial sup- 
port of our government and armies in this time of war, by the largest possible in- 
vestment in Liberty Loans, in War and Thrift Stamps, the careful conservation of 
fuel and food and all the other essential commodities, the support of the Red Cross, 
the Y. M. C. A., as well as the War Council of our own church. We rejoice that the 
National Administration has at last ended the grievous insincerity of asking these 
sacrificies from the people while permitting the indulgence in the waste of drink, 
and the vicious destruction of fuel and food by the Pro-German Brewery interests. 

One of the most dangerous tendencies of American Life Is the disregard of law 
by both officials and the public. Officials who tacitly and sometimes explicitely give 
consent to the violation of wholesome police regulations are guilty of usurpation of 
executive authority. Any executive officer consenting to violations of the Sunday 
law is guilty of a direct violation of his oath of officer constituting malfeasance of 
duty and perjury. The light-hearted disregard of the “Corrupt Practices Act” by the 
so called practical politicians in the raising and the distribution of eoiormous 
slush funds, whether for alleged legitimate propaganda or for Corrupt Purposes, is 
worse than a violation of existing law — it is an insult to democracy by excluding 
able men of modest means from the service of the State in public life. The church 
should be the teadier of that fine citizenship which reverses the sanctity of civil law 
as the very ordinance of God. 

We can only mention evils against which the church, not only as an advocate of 
Social Hygiene but as a preacher of righteousness, must constantly protest — the 
toleration of the social evil, the disgusting frequency of divorce for trivial causes, 
the invasion of the weekly Rest Day, and the many crimes caused by Social In- 
justice. Against these the church must continue to fight as a militant force in 
its effort to realize the Kingdom of God on Earth.

THE CONFERENCE HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 

This society is able to report a growing interest in historical matters relating 
to the Conference and Churches. 

Effort is being made to encourage pastors to do their utmost to secure the 
largest amount of historical data of their respective charges. History is too 
valuable to be lost. We therefore urge the Pastors to make use of the Anniver- 
saries of Church beginnings, stone-layings dedications, etc., observing them with 
suitable ceremonies, giving opportunity for the presentation of the history of the 
Church ; thus helping to preserve the historical perspective of the Churches, and keep 
in memory the men who have played a big part in the building of the enterprises of 
the Kingdom. 

We also urge the pastors to interest and employ the Committee on Church Records 
to write into the records of the Church as much of its history as may be worthy of 
being preserved. 

The safe keeping of Church Records is also Important; books of records no longer 
in use should be preserved, and if no place or persons are available for the purpose 
of keeping of such documents, if they are sent to the Conference Historian tney will 
be kept in the depository of Conference records. 

Should pastors have in their possession any articles, books, photographs or 
relics of historical interest, or are aware of the existence of such material, the 
Conference Historical Committee will be glad to place them in safe keeping. 

The Historical Committee will also be pleased to know of locations or buildings 
that may be associated with the growth of Methodism In Michigan and have histori- 
cal value that a careful record of them may be kept. ' 

The assistance of the members of the Conference will be necessary to prepare the 
Conference Service Flag and Constituency Roll. We ask that the lists of men and 
women serving in the Army, Navy and Red Cross be sent at once to the Conference 
Historian that the flag may be made at an early date and be placed in the Area 
Headquarters. It is Important that the number of those who have died while in the 
Service be noted. We also ask that sometime during the month of August 1919 
that the latest returns of men and women now being in the war forces be sent to the 
Conference Historian that the flag may be up to date at the time of the next Annual 
Sessions. We plead for careful and prompt attention in this matter. 

We wish to record grateful appreciation of the interesting address delivered by 
Dr. William Dawe at the Conference Historical Anniversary at this Conference. 

We recommend that the Conference Cane, now in i>ossession of Dr. Reed as the 
oldest member of the Conference, and which will be in his care during life time, 
shall be placed in the custody of the Historical Committee at the time of its trans- 
ference from one member to another. 

We also recommend that provision be made on the Conference program of next 
year for an historical service.

STUDIES FOR TRAVELING PREACHERS. 



1. — Instructors and Students are urged to read carefully paragraphs 596 to 602 of 

the Discipline of 1916. 

2. — For each of the five years work of this course of study there is a little volume. 

Directions and Helps, which each instructor and each student should possess 
and follow in the preparation and examinations of this coarse of study. This 
book is 50 cents and can be purchased only of the Methodist Book Concern. 

3. — Examinations cannot be taken until the “required written work” has been com- 

pleted and in the instructor’s hands. Each instructor Is to divide the required 
written work of his subject into approximately eight equal parts, these eight 
parts to be sent to the Instructor, one part each month, beginning November 
first to June first respectively. These monthly installments will be criticised 
and, if postage is enclosed by the student, they will be returned. It is the 
desire of the Board that the required written work of the four studies for ex- 
amination, of the books for callateral reading, and of the special homiletics be 
carried on simultaneously. 

4. — Examinations in all studies of the course will be conducted on the Tuesday be-

name and address for enrollment to the Registrar as early in the year as possible. 

7. — By order of the Conference each student is required to pay annually a fee of one 

dollar. This fee is to be paid each year from admission until graduation from the 
course of study unless excused from studies by the vote of the Conference.

must appear before the Committee on Ministerial Equipment during the early 
days of the Conference session.

Brother Gibbs joined the army at the beginning of the Civil War, serv- 
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ing in an Illinois regiment until the war’s conclusion. He then entered 
the ministery at once (in 1865) joining the Southern Illinois Conference 
of our Church. He travelled his circuit on horseback. *A son says “I have 
fond recollections of preaching trips made on horseback with me sitting 
behind and with meetings held in log-school houses where there were split- 
log seats.” 

In 1873 Brother Gibbs was transferred to the Detroit Conference, and 
loyally and successfully served our churches at St. Claire, Forester, Mt. 
Clemens, Bay City, Harrisville, South Saginaw, Ortonville, Swartz Creek, 
Tipton, Byron, Weston and Stony Oeek. In 1896 he was obliged through 



failing health to take the retired relation. He and his wife lived at Leslie 
making a home for a son. His wife died in 1904, leaving him broken in 
health and lonely in heart.. 

In 1907 he married his wife’s sister, Mrs. Almira McTaggort, and together 
they lived quietly and happily together at Galesburg, Illinois until his death. 

Always a frail man, never weighing over 116 pounds. Brother Gibbs 
was nevertheless full of energy. Though of fine conscience and with a firm 
hold on a truth, he was yet tolerant and never antagonistic.

He 
began his ministry in the Niagara conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church of Canada, transferring to the Detroit conference in 1882. His pas- 
torates among us were: Union ville, Freeland, Watrousville, Carsonville, 

Croswell, Mt. Vernon, New Haven, Lakeport, Marysville, Marlette circuit 
and Central church. Bay City; also one year after retirement as supply pastor 
at National Mine. Failing eyesight compelled his retirement in 1906, but his 
interest in the work to which his life was given never fiagged; only four 
weeks before his death he preached for his pastor at Manistique, and was 
present in the church service ten days before he went to the assembly on 
high. For some time he had showed signs of failing powers, seeming to be 
tired; on Wednesday, July 24, he took to his bed, and the following Tuesday 
brought the final change. He knew that his time had come and wanted to 
go home to his Lord and his Sarah for whom he had been homesick since 
her death in 1912.- Three daughters were with him when the end came, 
Mabel, Sarah and Carrie. The funeral services were held in the Methodist 
church at Rochester, Friday, August 2, in charge of Pastor W. H. Collycott, 
assisted by C. L. Adams, W. M. Ward, J. E. Jacklin and C. W. Baldwin.

In New 
York for fifteen years she became still more active in the Women’s Temper- 
ance and Missionary organizations, constantly enlarging the circle of her 
benevolent and evangelistic service. She participated in five of the William 
A. Sunday campaigns in eastern cities and Detroit, and was a worker for 
eight summers in the New York Tent Evangelistic movement. Her in- 
fiuence was remarkable both with children and with mothers. 

Among the tributes to her are the words of Mrs. Mary Fisk Park: “Mrs. 
Morgan was insatiable in her thoughts of serving and inspiring. She knew 
her Father’s language and walked continually along the borderland of 
heaven.’’ Miss Kistler, a deconess in whose Mothers’ meetings Mrs. Morgan 
gave messages, wrote, “She was so thoroughly good that her goodness just 
radiated from her. She never spoke in private or in public but that it was 
an inspiration. She lived in her lifetime what many could not have done 
had they lived more than a full century. No one will .ever know in this 
life how many she has helped to uplift and bring into the kingdom.” 

A loving, unselfish spirit, ever seeking the lost, the sorrowing, the needy, 
and discouraged and cheering them all with her smile, her hope, her en- 
thusiasm, and her love, her life task is done and she is rejoicing with her 
Savior and with others she helped on the way. 



MRS. GEORGE A. WALKER. 

Charlotte Marie Dobson was born in Reach Township, Ontario, September 
30th, 1854, and after a lingering illness, lasting for more than five years. 
She sweetly fell asleep in Jesus, April 24, last. She was married to Rev. 
Geo. A. Walker, of this Conference, Christmas Day, 1872. To them were 
born three sons and four daughters. Four of them were called home in 
childhood. Three are left, Fred Walker of Calumet, Clarence of Sault Ste. 
Marie and Mrs. Frank A. Joehnig of Boston, Michigan. 

Mrs. Walker was converted at the age of fifteen and has been a faithful 
and consistent member of the Methodist Church until called home to be 
with Christ.

Mrs. Wilson, wife of the late John W. Wilson, who was a member of 
the Detroit conference, died in Pontiac Oct. 9, 1917. Mrs. Wilson was bom 
in Belfast, Ireland. In childhood she was converted and became a member 
of the Weslyan Methodist church. When engaged in city missionary work in 
Glasgow, Scotland, she first met Brother Wilson, who also was doing work in 
the missions of Glasgow. They became attached to each other, were married 
and her husband came to the United States in 1887. They were guided to 
this State and Brother Wilson applied to this Conference and was received 
on trial at Saginaw in 1887. Their first charge was Iosco and Marion. They 
served at Delray, Carleton and Schofield, Weston, Unionville and Sebewaing, 
Troy and Big Beaver, Millington, Bennington, La Porte, Salem, Farmington, 
Utica, Watrousville.
